EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose applicant's invention pertaining to detecting 
moisture penetration into an integrated circuit chip, characterized by a low-k dielectric 
material, a moisture barrier/edge seal on the integrated circuit chip in proximity to the 
moisture barrier/edge seal, and a moisture sensor positioned on the integrated circuit 
chip, exemplified by a chain of vias surrounding the chip periphery wherein electrical 
measurements of the chain of vias are used to detect moisture penetration.
